Pack your colonies and feed them 
well in advance of the cold weather 
as they should not be disturbed after 
the winter cluster has been formed, 

A good windbreak, natural or arti- 
ficial, on at least the north and west 
sides of the apiary also affords pro- 
tection from cold driving winds, 

Prepare your bees with the utmost 
care as every colony will be needed 
to supply the demand for honey and 
wax next year. 


THE BEEKEEPERS’ . 
WINTER PROGRAMME 


Now that the bees are placed in 
their winter quarters and require 
little or no-attention for the next five 
months, the beekeeper should have 
plenty of time to put his equipmept 
in shape and make plans for the 1944 
season,
